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Proposal 42 forces shift in Convention focus

SAN ANTONIO— After a year of 
membership debate, study and dis- 
cussion about gender-equity and 
financial-conditions concerns, the 
focus of the 1994 NCAA Conven- 
tion unexpectedly fell on what some 
see as racial connotations of failing 
to provide Division I men's basket- 
ball programs with a 14th grant-in- 
aid. 

The membership voted down 
Proposal No. 42 after 22 minutes of 
contentious debatejanuary 10, and 
widiin 24 hours, the Black Coaches 
Association announced plans to 
boycott men's basketball games. 
The threat of a boycott diminished 
four days later when the Justice 
Department agreed to acl as a medi- 
ator in addressing the BCA's con 
cerns. 

It was ironic that Proposal No. 
42 consumed so much attention 
because in many ways, the 1994 
Convention was one of the most 
productive and progressive events 
in years. 

A principle of gender equity was

added to the NCAA constitution, a 
group of emerging women's sports 
was approved for sports sponsor 
ship and revenue distribution pur- 
poses, basketball student-athletes 
were granted a one time opportu- 
nity to test their market value in a 
professional draft, and a package 
to streamline and deregulate the 
Association's recniiting legislation 
was adopted with two exceptions. 

The option to use a hearing offi 
cer for infractions cases was 
approved, several widely agreed- 
upon cost-cutting moves were 
adopted and the Student Athlete 
Advisory Committee emerged as 
an effective voice for its consti- 
tuency. 

Attendance was 2,428, which sur- 
passed the previous record of 2,366, 
set in Nashville, Tennessee, in 1991, 
and San Antonio — warm and dry 
— was widely acclaimed as a Con- 
vention site. 

But ultimately, Proposal No. 42 
shoved much of that news to the

side and became a symbolic line 
separating tile BCA from the NCAA 
Presidents Commission. 

The argument 

The argument for restoring the 
additional scholarship was that 
minorities are being dispropor- 
tionately affected by the loss of the 
grant, which occurred when the 
1991 Convention approved a 10 
percent across-the-board cut in 
grants-in-aid. 

The Presidents Commission 
maintained that cost-containment 
legislation is legitimate and must be 
applied even-handedly to remain 
effective. 

The vote was 191-119 with 17 
abstentions. It failed in all three 
Division I subgroups.

BCA delays boycott action 

Protest postponed in wake of Justice Department intervention 



A boycott of Division I men's bas- 
ketball games was averted January 
14 when the Justice Department 
agreed to arbitrate the dispute 
between the Black Coaches Asso- 
ciation and the NCAA. 

However, BCA Executive Direc- 
tor Rudy Washington said the pos- 
sibility of a boycott still existed. 

"We have agreed to delay the 
boycott, and 1 emphasize the word 
'delay,' " Washington said. 

The BCA had asked the Con- 
gressional Black Caucus to inter- 
vene iri hopes of avoiding the 
protest, which became a possibility 
after the 1994 NCAA Convention 
defeated a proposal that would 
have elevated the maximum num- 
ber of permissible grants-in-aid for 
Division 1 men's basketball pro- 



grams from 13 to 14 (see related sto- 
ry on this page). 

Issues unclear 

It still is not clear exactly what 
issues might be addressed through 
mediation. The vote on the 14th 
grant was a roll call, with each 
Division I institution and confer- 
ence getting one vote. The measure 
failed, 191-1 19 with 17 abstentions 
(eight institutions and conferences 
did not vole). 

Some BCA leaders claimed that 
the matter of the scholarship itself 
was only partially responsible for 
their anger. Beneath the surface, 
the dispute seemed to symbolize 
coaches' frustrations with the NCAA 
Presidents Commission and its 
dctemiination not to amend certain 



reform measures adopted over the 
last several years. 

Indeed, in statements that were 
issued in conjunction with the 
announcement of the delay of the 
boycott, one member of the 
Congressional Black Caucus did 
not mention the grant issue direct- 
ly and another mentioned it as only 
one of seven grievances. 

Research questioned again 

Instead, Rep. Cardiss Collins, D- 
Illinois, specifically mentioned the 
NCAA's Data Analysis Working 
Croup and again questioned 
whether the researchers in that 
group, which has examined the 
effects of initial-eligibility standards,

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Justice Department agrees 
to mediate BCA's concerns 

The U.S. Justice Department has agreed 
to meet with the NCAA and the Black Coach- 
es Association in hopes of finding a resolu- 
tion to the controversy that was brought 
about by the defeat of 1994 Convention Pro- 
posal No. 42. 

That proposal would have increased the 
number of permissible grants from 13 to 14. 
It was defeated by a vote of 191-1 19 with 17 
abstentions. Those who supported increas- 
ing the limit said approval would improve 
minority access to higher education. 

Soon after the vote, the BCA announced 
its intention to boycott basketball games, pos- 
sibly for the rest of the season. However, that 
plan was set aside, at least for the moment, 
when the Justice Department agreed to in 
tcrvene.

Research 



Convention approves 
review of standards 

Delegates to the Association's 88th annual 
Convention in San Antonio approved a res- 
olution that requires a review of stricter Di- 
vision I initial eligibility standards scheduled 
to go into effect in 1995. 

Proposal No. 174, adopted 31 1-10 with two 
abstentions, calls for a complete review by 
appropriate committees of 1992 Convention 
Proposal No. 1 6, particularly as it relates to 
minority student-athletes. The resolution also 
directs the committees to make recommen- 
dations, if they see fit, to amend or delay Pro 
posal No. 16. Any recommendations would 
be subject to approval of the 1995 Conven- 
tion. 

In a January 6 letter, NCAA President 
Joseph N. Crowley responded to concerns 
previously raised by U.S. Rep. Cardiss Collins, 
D-IUinois, about Proposal No. 16. Collins 
had questioned whether the legislation was 
tainted because of the personal belief s of 
some researchers. 

In his letter, Crowley said the Association 
is willing to work with Collins' committee to 
examine her concerns.

Potential peer reviewers 
to be announced soon 

The NCAA Committee on Athletics Cer 
tification has advised about 600 individuals 
that they have been selected to the initial 
pool of peer reviewers for the NCAA Divi 
sion I athletics certification program. 

A list of individuals selected for the peer 
review pool will be published in January 26 
issue of The NCAA News. 



The committee will continue to receive 
nominations for peer reviewers on an on- 
going basis. Nominations specifically are so- 
licited from historically black institutions and 
from Division I AAA because of concerns 
those constituencies are underrepresented 
in the initial pool. Division I athletics direc 
tors, especially those from Division I-A, also 
arc lightly represented. 

Campus visits by peer reviewers will be- 
gin in fall 1994. About February 1, approxi- 
mately 175 individuals from the pool will be 
contacted to see if they can commit to par- 
ticipating in a fall evaluation visit and to at- 
tending a training session in the spring. 

Another group of about 200 peer review- 



ers will be assigned to spring 1995 evaluation 
visits and most likely will receive training in 
fall 1994.

Proposal No. 42 vote 



Of the 12 institutions that have played in the Final Four in the last five NCAA 
Division I Men 's Basketball Championships, none voted against Proposal No. 42, 
which would have permitted 14 scholarships, rather than 13, for men 's Division I 
basketball programs. 

Proposal No. 42 was defeated, 191-1 19 with 1 7 abstentions. 

Of the 24 institutions that have played in the last 10 Final Fours, only the Uni- 
versity of Houston voted against the proposal. The University of North Carolina, 
Chapel Hill, did not vote on the legislation. 

Of the 25 teams in Tlie Associated Press Top 25 for the week of January 10, 17 
voted for and six voted against ( two did not vote on the proposal). 

Other information about the vote and basketball scholarship allocation: 

■ The Big Fast Conference was the only conference to cast all of its votes for the 
proposal (the Mid-Eastern Athletic Conference cast no votes against but had four 
abstentions). 

■ The Northeast, Sun Belt and Trans America Athletic Conferences cast all of 
their votes against the proposal [other conferences with no votes for were the Big Sky 
(one member not voting), the Fast Coast (one not voting), the Ivy Croup (one not 
voting, three abstaining), the North Atlantic (one not voting, one abstaining) and 
the Patriot (two abstaining)]. 

■ Institutions from historically black conferences voted nine yes, four no, with 
four abstentions. 

■ All three Division I subdivisions voted against the proposal (I-A, 49-57; 
I-AA, 39-72; 1-AAA, 31-62). 

■ Of the 288 schools reporting on the 1992-93 graduation-rate report, 166 did 
not use 14 scholarships when they were permissible (see page 26).

Tall order: 
6-foot center 



There was a lime in basketball's history 
when being 6 f eet tall was enough to play the 
center position. Not anymore. 

These clays, being 6 feet tall and playing 
center easily conjures images of David vs. 
Goliath. 

Such is the tale of Aurora University's Greg 
Kemp, who often has to compete with oppo 
nents standing seven inches to a foot taller. 

The junior from Chicago was told he 
would be the team's center just before his 
first game as a freshman. 

"Six feet. Wait a minute. I'm 6 feet tall play- 
ing center," Kemp thought, according to the 
Chicago Tribune. "I was nervous at First and 
had only one point at half time. 

"At half time, everybody told me that now 
the butterflies are over and it was time to play 
ball." 

That is exacdy what Kemp has done since. 
He finished that first game with 18 points 
and has averaged nearly 16 points per con 
test since. Through January 8, he was the 
school's seventh all-time leading scorer with 
1 ,424 points. 

Playing the center position has forced 
Kemp to be more creative on the court. 

"I have to be a smart player, always think- 
ing," he said. "Being shorter forces me to use 
the other parts of my game. ..my quickness, 
leaping ability, post moves, pump fakes, 
everything." 

Although his stature is not all that lofty 
when his feet are on the ground, Kemp 
makes up the difference against a larger 
opponent with a 34 V2 -inch vertical leap. 

"They look discouraged sometimes 
bec ause their coaches start yelling at them 
to box me out and grab the rebound," Kemp 
said. "I hear (the coaches) yell, 'He is only 6 
feet tall.' " 

Quite a comeback 

The comeback-of the-year award at the 
1 994 NCAA Convention had to go to Mike 
Clary, athletics director at Rhodes College. 

Clary was identified in the supplemental 
report of the NCAA Memorial Resolutions 
Committee as having died in the past year. 
However, as NCAA President Joseph N. 
Crowley noted at the beginning of the final 
general business session, Clary — very much 
alive — was in the ballroom when it was 
announced that he had "gone before us."

the name of Rhodes assistant football coach 
Leland Smith for the supplemental reading. 
To indicate who authorized the reading of 
Smith's name, he signed his own name, 
which was then passed along and read by 
mistake. 

Cancer research 

Roanoke College's inaugural Domino's 
Pizza-Valvano Classic raised more than 
$5,800 to benefit cancer research. With dona 
tions still being gathered, the college says 
final proceeds from the tournament may 
exceed $6,000. 

The tournament was named in honor of 
the late North Carolina State University bas- 
ketball coach and ESPN commentator Jim 
Valvano, who died of cancer last April. 

Raffle tickets for authentic practice and 
game jerseys autographed by some of the 
nation's top basketball coaches raised more 
than $2,100. Game jerseys from Mike 
Krzyzewski of Duke University; Roy Williams 
of the University of Kansas; Dave Odoms of 
Wake Forest University; Bobby Cremins of 
Georgia Institute of Technology, and Gary 
Williams of the University of Maryland, 
College Park, were raffled. In addition, Rick 
Pitino of the University of Kentucky; Steve 
Fisher of the University of Michigan; Jim 
Harrick of the University of California, Los 
Angeles; Pat Kennedy of Florida Stale 
University, and Les Robinson of North 



Carolina State were involved. 

Outlook change 

Former Drexel University men's basket- 
ball player Walter Fuller did not feel right 
on a humid June afternoon in 1992 while 
playing pick-up basketball in a gym at his 
alma mater. Chest pains forced him to call 
it quits that day and make a trip to the 
University of Pennsylvania Hospital. 

Fuller probably was not expecting his vis- 
it to the infirmary to last more than a few 
hours. But he spent five days as a patient, 
during which doctors found no evidence of 
heart disease or blockage but discovered that 
Fuller's blood! pressure was dangerously 
high. 

That discovery changed his outlook on 
life. 

"That day put eveiything in perspective," 
Fuller, now an assistant coach at Drexel, told 
Jan Giel of the Drexel sports information 
staff. "I received a lot of support from my 
friends and family and the staff here at 
Drexel. It was not pleasant in the hospital. I 
had never been hospitalized before. Those 
five days made me stop and think about what 
really is important. I tiy now to appreciate 
what I have and to live life to the fullest." 

Fuller played from 1982 to 1986 at Drexel, 
where he scored 1,159 career points and 
played in 116 games, tying him for the 
school's record in thai category. 



Facilities 



The State University of New York at 
Albany has a new recreation and con- 
vocation center. The $ 1 1 million struc- 
ture houses four racquctball/handbali 
courts and four squash courts; an aero- 
bic exercise room with special synthet- 
ic flooring; a fitness center with 
Nautilus machines, rowing ergometers 
and exercise bicycles; athletics training 
and rehabilitation f acilities complete 
with three whirlpool baths, a muscu 
loskeletal evaluation device and other 
therapeutic machines, and a main 
arena with a one-eleventh-mile track 
and three full basketball courts. The 
arena has a seating capacity of 4,800. 
The new center also serves as a show- 
case and annex for the university's col 
lection of contemporary artwork. 

The University of North Carolina, 
Charlotte, announced its new field 
house — due for completion in 
August — will be called the Wachovia 
Athletic Field House, and will be con- 
structed for $800,000. The new field 
house, which is a 7,500-square-foot 
facility that will house offices and lock- 
er rooms for the university's baseball, 
soccer and women's Softball programs, 
is named for a local bank that is con 
tributing to the project. 

An anonymous donor has given $1.3 
million to St. John's University 
(Minnesota) for expansion and renova- 
tion of its athletics facilities. The gift, 
matched by the university, is the largest 
contribution for a planned $5 million 
renovation project. Included in the 
improvements will be an upgrade of 
the football stadium to accommodate 
seating for 4,000 and improve conces- 
sions, press box and restroom facilities, 
and construction of an all-weather, 
eight-lane outdoor track and a 33,000 
square-foot multipuqx>se field house 
for track and field, baseball, basketball, 
and tennis.

Small-college athletes 
the forgotten majority

Virtually every day, the sports page is filled 
with stories about exceptionally talented col- 
lege athletes. 

Some of these stories are about athletes 
whose extraordinary performances have pro- 
pelled their teams into the national spotlight. 
Others are about those who have signed mul- 
timillion-dollar contracts with professional 
teams or who are simply holding out for more 
money. Still others are about athletes who 
have violated NCAA recruiting rules or who 
have somehow gotten into trouble with the 
law. 

For every big-time college athlete that we 
read about in the newspaper, there are 
hordes of others who are rarely seen in the 
pages of Sports Illustrated. These are the col- 
lege athletes who play small-college sports. 

The privilege of participating in college 
athletics is not limited to football players at 
the University of Alabama, Tuscaloosa; bas- 
ketball players at Duke University, or baseball 
players at Arizona State University. Instead, 
the privilege is extended to thousands of 
other men and women across the country 
who compete for schools with names that are 
not always readily identifiable. 

To the Monday-morning quarterback who 
rehashes the weekend's college clashes with 
his coworker, it probably does not matter 
much who won the Williams College vs. 
Wesleyan College football game. 
Nevertheless, to the student athletes who lace 
up their cleats for those schools, their day on 
the field is as memorable as any Orange Bowl 
matchup. 

Small-college athletics is special. In many 
cases, individuals who have a true love for 
sports arc provided one last opportunity to 
experience the joy of competition. While 
many athletes who compete in small-college 
athletics are not the most gifted natural per- 
formers, their love for the game is often 
unparalleled. 

Normally, small-college athletes are a bit 
smaller, a bit slower and a bit less skilled at 
their sport. Nevertheless, for small-college 
athletes, the thrill of competition is no less, 
the feelings of satisfaction and disappoint- 
ment following the big game are no less, and 
the memories that remain lodged in their 
minds for the rest of their lives at the comple-

Athletics priorities out of place 



As a former academic all America 
football player at Ashland University 
who also coached at the college level 
and is now a national sales manager for 
a major corporate entity, I am sickened 
by the plethora of negatives I see plagu- 
ing college athletics today.

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Self-confidence lifts sprinter on track, in class

Holli Hyche believes she can 
overcome all obstacles on the run 
ning track. Indoors or outdoors. 

Beat Hychc out of the blocks. No 
problem, she'll catch you on the 
turn. Beat Hyche to the turn. No 
problem, she'll catch you on the 
straightaway. 

Whatever the scenario, Hyche 
simply will find a way. 

"When I First started running, I 
was very nervous and that would 
cause me to tighten up," said 
Hyche, a senior sprinter on the 
Indiana State University women's 
track and field team. "I still get tense 
sometimes, but I've worked with my 
coaches on staying relaxed. Now, I 
just try to stay focused and not wor- 
ry about anyone else." 

A year ago, Hyche proved just 
how focused she can be by claim- 
ing the Division 1 55 and 200-meter 
dashes indoors and the 100- and 
200-meter dashes outdoors. The 
sprint double victory marked only 
the third time in Division I Wo- 
men's Track and Field Champion 
ships history that an athlete has 
swept the indoor and outdoor titles 
in the same year. Dawn Sowell of 
Louisiana State University (1989) 
and Carlette Guidry of the Univer- 
sity of Texas at Austin (1991) also 
accomplished the feat. 

"Holli believes she can do 
things," said John McNichols, track 
and field coordinator at Indiana 
State. "It's one of the variables that 
make a great athlete. You have to 
believe when you step on the track. 

"A lot of athletes have the abili 
ty, but don't believe. You just can't 
go to the (starting) line. You have 
to know that you can win. In Holli's 
case, she does believe she can win 
any race." 

Hyche's self-confidence on the 
track hasn't come simply from win- 
ning races. It is direcdy tied to what 
she has accomplished academical- 
ly, which perhaps is even more 
impressive than her athletics 
achievements. 

I Iyche, who is majoring in phys 
ical education, is dyslexic. Dyslexia 
is the impairment of the ability to 
read. Hyche was diagnosed with the 
condition in high school. 

"After I found out (I had dyslex- 
ia), I told my parents that I wasn't

going to go to college," said Hyche, 
who now hopes to coach and teach 
English after graduation. "I thought 
college was only for smart people. 



I thought 'I'm not smart, I have a 
learning disability.' " 

Hyche's attitude changed short- 
ly after her parents told her thai 



Indiana State had a program for the 
learning disabled. Hyche, one of 
the nation's top prep sprinters, vis- 
ited the campus a short time later 



and was immediately sold, not only 
on the institution but on the staff as 
well. 

"I thought (Indiana Suite) was the 
best place for my academics 
because they had a program for 
^dyslexic students," Hyche said. "My 
main goal was to look at academics. 
I wasn't sure how far my track 
career was going to take me. 

"A lot of coaches that were 
recruiting mc only talked about 
what would happen in track. Their 
confidence went down after they 
found out I had dyslexia. They 
didn't think I could run track and 
go through classes for clyslexia. 

"That didn't happen (at Indiana 
State). They stressed academics and 
track." 

While the decision to attend 
Indiana State was easy, the transi- 
tion was not. Unable to compete as 
a freshman because she did not 
meet NCAA initial-eligibility re- 
quirements, Hyche found college 
life a bit trying. 

"It was kind of harcl to adjust," 
she said. "I couldn't practice with 
the team. My roommate Anisa 
(Evans) had to sit out, too, so we 
worked and studied together. After 
the first semester, I started to get the 
hang of it. I had a lot of help from 
tutors and went to the study table 
two to three times a day." 

John Gartland, women's track 
and field coach at Indiana State, 
said: "Holli really had to work hard 
her first year. It made her hungry 
athletically. She was able to build a 
sound base academically. 

"It hasn't been easy, but she's 
worked very hard at it. When we 
recruited her, we promised her a 
certain amount of academic help. 
We told her that if she did her best 

| she could make it. We gave her

t through marvelously."

■ State legislation relating to college athletics 



This report summarizes legislation currently pending in 
state legislatures that could affect, or is otherwise of interest 
to, the intercollegiate athletics programs and student-adiletes 
at NCAA member institutions. 

Set forth below is a list of eight bills from five states. The 
report includes six bills that have been introduced, and two 
pending bills on which action has been taken, since the last 
report (December 22 issue of The NCAA News). The newly 
introduced bills are marked with an asterisk. Pending bills 
discussed in die previous repon on which no action has been 
taken do not appear in this report. 

This report is based largely on data provided by the 
Information for Public Affairs on-line state legislation sys- 
tem as of January 13, 1994. The listed bills were selected for 
inclusion from a larger pool of bills concerning sports, and 
they therefore do not necessarily represent all bills that would 
be of interest to individual member institutions. Bills pend- 
ing in the District of Columbia and U.S. territories are not 
available on-line and are not included. 

The NCAA has not verified the accuracy or c ompleteness 
of the information arid is providing this summary as a ser- 
vice lo members. For further information regarding a par- 
ticular bill, members should contact the state legislature con- 
cerned.

The following is a review of recent Federal activ- 
ities affecting the NCAA membership. These reports 
are prepared by Squire, Sanders &r Dempsey, the 
Association 's legal counsel in Washington, D. C. 
This report was presented to the NCAA Council at 
its January 12 meeting in San Antonio. 

Student-Athlete Graduation Rates 

Deferral of the reporting date under the 
Student Right-to-Know Act. On December 
20, President Clinton signed the Higher 
Education Technical Amendments Act into 
law. The law contains a provision deferring 
the initial reporting date under the Student 
Right-to-Know Act until the July 1 that first 
occurs at least 270 days after the date on 
which implementing regulations are issued. 
The act is intended to provide institutions 
with adequate time to develop reporting 
mechanisms that conform to the terms of the 
final regulations (see next paragraph) and 
ensure that the NCAA has an opportunity to 
apply for a reporting waiver on behalf of its 
members in accordance with the terms of the 
Student Right to Know Act. Sen. Claiborne 
Pell, D-Rhode Island, chairman of the Senate 
Subcommittee on Education, Arts, and the 
Humanities, introduced S. 1507 September 
30. Rep. William Ford, D Michigan, chairman 
of the House Committee on Education and 
Labor, introduced the House version of the 
Higher Education Technical Amendments, 

H. R. 3376, October 27. Before passage, the 
preferable language of the House bill regard 
ing the Student Right-to-Know reporting date 
was substituted for the less favorable Senate 
language. 

Student Right-to-Know Act Regulations. 

On November 3, Department of Education 
officials met informally with representatives 
of the higher education community to dis 
cuss the proposed regulations that will imple- 
ment the graduation rate reporting require- 
ment of the Student Right-to-Know Act. At 
the meeting, the department distributed a 
revised draft of the proposed regulations, 
which will be further modified before they 
arc published for public comment in the 
Federal Register. Initially, it had been antic- 
ipated that the revised regulations would be 
published last fall. It now appears that the 
department will publish the proposed rules 
within the next few months. Under the terms 
of the Higher Education Technical Amend- 
ments Act, the earliest possible reporting date 
pursuant to the new regulations will be July 

I, 1995. 

Governmental activity 
regarding athletics 

Creation of Congressional Black Caucus 
Task Force on Intercollegiate Athletics. 

Following an October 19 meeting between 
representatives of the Black Coaches 
Association (BCA) and members of the 
Congressional Blac k Caucus (CBC), CBC 
Chairman Kweisi Miume, D-Maryland, 
announced that the BCA and the CBC had 
reached an agreement to create a congres- 
sional task force within the CBC. The task 
lon e- is c haired by Rep. Cardiss Collins, D 
Illinois; other members of the task force arc- 
Rep. John Conyers Jr., D-Michigan; Floyd 
Flake. D-New York; Earl Hilliard, D-Alabama; 
Carrie P. Meek, D-Florida, and Edolphus 
Towns, D-New York. The task force will work 
with the BCA to address BCA concerns that 
NCAA rules and planned changes in those 
rules will have an adverse effect on African- 
American student-athletes. 

On December 20, incoming NCAA 
Executive Director Cedric W. Dempsey, 
NCAA President Joseph N. Crowley and 
NCAA Presidents Commission Chair Gregory 
M. St. L. O'Brien met with three BCA mem- 
bers — Georgetown University men's basket- 
ball coach John Thompson, University of 
Southern California men's basketball coach 
George Raveling and Temple University 
men's basketball coach John Chaney — to dis 
cuss issues of concern to the coaches. 

Request for Department of Justice 
Investigation of Football Bowl Coalition. On 



October 26, Sen. Mitch McConnell, R- 
Kentucky, requested that the Department of 
Justice initiate an antitrust investigation of a 
coalition of college football conferences and 
representatives of the major postseason col 
lege football bowls. Sen. McConnell alleged 
that the coalition is expressly designed to 
reduce competition in the postseason match 
ups of winning teams and bowls, and that the 
coalition restricts and excludes competition 
by independent teams in the most lucrative 
and highly visible bowls. Sen. McConnell is 
a graduate of the University of Louisville, 
which he says has been automatically exclud- 
ed from all of the important New Year's Day 
bowls. The Justice Department has agreed to 
investigate whether the coalition has violat- 
ed the antitrust laws. 

Pell Grant investigation. On October 27 
and 28, the Permanent Subcommittee on 
Investigations of the Senate Committee on 
Governmental Affairs held hearings on abus 
es in Federal student grant programs. 
Although the testimony did not address issues 
relating to athletics. Subcommittee Chairman 
Sam Nunn, D-Georgia, raised the issue of ath 
letics scholarships in a question to Assistant 
Secretary of Education for Postsecondary 
Affairs David Longanecker. Chairman Nunn 
asked Longanecker whether students receiv- 
ing full athletics scholarship were eligible for 
Pell Grants, and Longanecker replied that 
they were. Sen. Nunn said that the eligibility 
policy did not seem appropriate and sug- 
gested that the Education Department review 
the relevant statutes and, if necessary, rec- 
ommend changes to Congress. The investi 
gation is continuing and the subcommittee 
is likely to hold additional hearings next year. 

Review of NCAA Data Analysis Working 
Group. In mid December, Rep. Collins called 
for an investigation of the NCAA Data 
Analysis Working Group, which has been 
studying test scores, graduation rates, eligi- 
bility standards and their effect on minori 
ties and disadvantaged students. Collins is 
the chair of the House Subcommittee on 
Commerce, Consumer Protection and 
Competitiveness, which has held a series of 
hearings over the past two years on a variety 
of issues related to intercollegiate athletics. 
Rep. Collins sent a letter to NCAA President 
Crowley in which she pointed out academic 
links between several members of the NCAA 
Data Analysis Working Group and Raymond 
Cattell, a proponent of human genetic engi- 
neering, and requested that the NCAA pro- 
vide information concerning the selection of 
working group members. The working group 
provided research that was considered before 
the NCAA approved changes in Proposition 
48 in 1992. Rep. Collins has questioned 
whether the association of working group 
members with Cattell tainted the data analy- 
sis and the eligibility rules. 

Review of service academy athletics pro- 
grams. The fourth and final meeting of the 
Defense Advisory Committee on Service 
Academy Athletics Programs, which is 
charged with reviewing the athletics programs 
at the three military academies, is scheduled 
to be held in Arlington, Virginia, February 1- 
3, 1991. At the meeting, the committee will 
complete work on a report to be submitted to 
Congress. Former NCAA Executive Director 
Richard 1). Schultz is a member of the 
Committee. 

FTC complaint against the College 
Football Association. The Federal Trade 
Commission has not yet issued a dec ision in 
the appeal of the dismissal of the c omplaint 
against the College Football Association and 
Capital Cities/ ABC Inc. There is no deadline 
for issuance of a decision. 

Limited antitrust exemption for standards 
setting. No action has been take n on H.R. 
2249, a bill that would insulate Section 
501(c )(3) nonprofit amateur athletics orga- 
nizations from antitrust liability for estab- 
lishing equipment standards and rules of 
competition. 



Title IX and gender equity 

Litigation decisions. 

■ Favia v. Indiana University of Pennsyl- 
vania. On October 13, the U.S. Court 
of Appeals for the Third Circuit upheld the 
district court decision in Favia v. Indiana 
University of Pennsylvania. The lower court 
had refused to modify its preliminary injunc 
tion requiring Indiana (Pennsylvania) to rein- 
state women's gymnastics and field hockey. 
The university had sought to have the injunc- 
tion modified to enable it to offer women's 
soccer in place of women's gymnastics. 
Because of the procedural posture of the 
case, the appeals court decision did not 
address the November 1992 district court deci- 
sion ordering Indiana (Pennsylvania) to 
restore its women's gymnastics and field 
hockey teams to their former varsity status, 
and to provide funding and support for those 
teams on a basis equal to that provided dur- 
ing the prior academic year. The court of 
appeals held that Indiana (Pennsylvania) had 
failed to meet its burden of demonstrating a 
significant change in facts, and that the dis- 
trict court therefore did not abuse its discrc 
tion in refusing to modify the preliminary 
injunction. 

■ Gonyo v. Drake University. On October 7, 
the U.S. District Court for the Southern 
District of Iowa ruled in Gonyo v. Drake 
University that Drake wrestlers who chal- 
lenged the university's decision to drop 
wrestling were not entitled to preliminary 
injunctive relief. The court determined that 
the plaintiffs were unlikely to succeed on 
their claims that: (1) Drake's decision to dis- 
continue wrestling violated the Equal 
Protection Clause; (2) the decision constitut- 
ed gender discrimination in violation of Title 
IX, and (3) Title IX is unconstitutional as 
applied to them. The Gonyo decision is the 
second decision addressing alleged gender 
bias against men. 

■ Roberts v. Colorado State Board of 
Agriculture. In early October, Colorado State 
University requested Supreme Court review 
of the July 1993 decision of the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the 10th Circuit which ordered 
Colorado State to reinstate the women's fast 
pitch Softball team. Despite the four amicus 
brief s that were filed in support of Colorado 
State's request, the Supreme Court denied the 
petition for review on November 29. 

Litigation settlements. 

■ Shuck v. Cornell University. On December 
8, Cornell and members of the women's gym 
nasties and fencing teams announced a set 
dement of the pending Title IX lawsuit under 
whic h both teams will be restored. Under the 
settlement agreement, Cornell agreed not to 
take action that would adversely affect other 
women's teams, but it reserved the right to 
make appropriate programmatic change s in 
its intercollegiate athletics program within 
the bounds of the law. Cornell had termi- 
nated the women's and men's gymnastics and 
fencing teams and freshman football in 
February 1992. None cjf the men's teams will 
be restored. 

■ California NOW v. California Slate Uni- 
versity System. On October 21 , the Califor- 
nia National Organization for Women 
(California NOW) and the California State 
University system announced that they had 
settled the pending lawsuit, in which 
California NOW alleged that the stale system 
was violating the equal protection provisions 
of the Calif ornia constitution and California 
state law in connection with the conduct of 
its intercollegiate athletics programs. Under 
the consent decree, the system will provide, 
by the 1998-99 academic year, participation 
opportunities and athletics financial aid to 
men and women in percentages that are with- 
in five percentage points of their respec tive 
undergraduate enrollment percentages. By 
that same time, each state-system campus will 
provide funding for women's sports in a ratio 
that is within 10 percentage points of the per- 
centage of women undergraduates. General- 
fund moneys are included for purposes of 
this calculation. Allowances may be made for 



the differences in the cost of various athlet- 
ics programs, such as football. The state sys- 
tem also has agreed to survey on a biennial 
basis the student body on each campus and 
prospective students from California to deter 
mine their interest in participating in inter 
collegiate athletics. 

■ University of New Hampshire settlement. On 
October 21, the Trial Lawyers for Public 
Justice, an organization that has represent- 
ed female student athletes in other Tide IX 
lawsuits, announced that New Hampshire 
has agreed to add four women's teams to its 
intercollegiate athletics program over the next 
five years. The five year plan also contains 
assurances aimed at providing equal treat- 
ment for women student athletes, including 
a commitment that the school will actively 
recruit qualified female athletes and will pro- 
vide sufficient resources in a variety of areas 
(operations, coaching, recruiting and schol- 
arships) to accommodate the increasing num- 
ber of women athletes. In March 1992, the 
university had agreed, as part of a settlement 
to avert threatened litigation, to reinstate its 
women's tennis team with varsity status and 
to develop a long-range plan to bring its inter 
collegiate athletics program into full c ompli- 
ance with Title IX. 

Other Tide IX action. In early December, 
a former basketball coach at Utica College 
filed suit claiming sex discrimination, includ- 
ing discrimination in compensation. 

Title IX/ gender-equity legislation. 

■ Gender-equity disclosure legislation. No 
action has been taken on the two "Equity in 
Athletics Disclosure Act" bills — H.R. 921, 
introduced by Rep. Collins, and S. 1468, intro- 
duced by Sen. Carol Moseley-Braun, D- 
Illinois. The bills would mandate disclosure 
of information on men's and women's inter- 
collegiate athletics programs, including par- 
ticipation rates, personnel, recruitment, schol 
arships and expenditures. 

■ Gender-equity legislation. On October 4, 
Sen. Edward Kennedy, D Massachusetts, 
introduced a bill (S. 1513) on behalf of the 
Clinton administration to reauthorize the 
Elementary and Secondary Education Act. 
The bill, "Improving America's Schools Act," 
includes provisions addressing women's edu- 
cational equity and, among other things, 
authorizes giants to educational institutions 
and organizations to support the implemen- 
tation of effective gender-equity policies and 
practices at all educational levels to further 
compliance with Title IX. 

This measure is one of a series of bills 
designed to promote gender equity in edu- 
cation. These measures inc lude H.R. 1793, 
an omnibus gender-equity bill thai deals prin- 
cipally with primary and secondary educa- 
tion issues, but which includes the text of the 
Collins bill; I I.R. 921 ; H.R. 1743, which would 
establish an Office of Women's Equity with- 
in the Education Department to promote gen- 
dcr-cquity policies and provide grants to 
develop model equity programs, and S. 1464, 
which would establish an Office of Gender 
Equity wilhin the Education Department to 
coordinate gender-equity programs at all lev- 
els of education and authorize grants to post 
secondary institutions and others to conduct 
activities aimed at achieving compliance with 
Title IX. 

■ Office for Civil Rights (OCR) enforcement 
policy. On November 19 NCAA President 
Crowley and president of the University ol 
Nevada, Reno; Phyllis 1.. Howletl, assistant 
commissioner of the Big Ten Conference 
and chair of the NCAA Committee on 
Women's Athletics, and Janet M. Justus, 
NCAA director of eligibility and women's 
issues coordinator, met with Assistant 
Secretary for Civil Rights Norma V. Cantu to 
explore how the NCAA can work with the 
Education Department to educate the NCAA's 
member institutions about the requirements 
of Title IX. 

At the meeting, Cantu indicated that OCR 
intends to release its plan to enhance the 
ef f ectiveness of OCR enforcement activities

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in January 1994. The plan will address all of 
the antidiscrimination statutes that OCR 
enforces, including Title IX. OCR previous 
ly had indicated that elements of the plan 
relating to Title IX would include revisions 
of the Title IX Athletics Investigator's Manual, 
coordination of activity among the 10 OCR 
regional offices, close cooperation with the 
Department of Justice (which has authority 
to prosecute discrimination cases in Federal 
court), closer monitoring of institutions that 
have agreed to take steps to correct Title IX 
violations, provision of technical assistance 
to institutions that conduct their own com- 
pliance reviews and issuance of policy state- 
ments with clear interpretations of Title IX. 

Antigambling 

On December 17, the Supreme Court of 
New Jersey effectively put an end to the near- 
ly two-year effort of the Newjersey casino 
industry to legalize casino-based sports gam 
bling in Newjersey. The New jersey Supreme 
Court upheld a lower court decision which 
found that the Newjersey Casino Control 
Commission lacks the constitutional and 
statutory authority to authorize sports betting 
in New jersey casinos. Under the Federal 
Professional and Amateur Sports Protection 
Act of 1992, New jersey had until the end of 
1993 to authorize casino-based sports betting, 
or be permanently barred from doing so 
under the act's general prohibition against 
new state-authorized gambling schemes. In 
a last-ditch effort, the casinos had filed a peti- 
tion with the Casino Control Commission 
seeking a determination that the Newjersey 
constitution and regulatory legislation autho- 
rize betung on professional and out-of-state 
college sporting events as a permitted form 
of gambling in Newjersey casinos. The com 
mission ruled November 17 that it did not 
have the authority to authorize sports betting, 
and it was this decision that a lower court and 
ultimately the Newjersey Supreme Court 
affirmed. 

Sports broadcasting, 
communications and copyright 

Abolition of the Copyright Royalty Tri- 
bunal. On December 17, President Clinton 
signed legislation abolishing the Copyright 
Royalty Tribunal and replacing it with ad hoc 
arbitration panels appointed by the Librarian 
of Congress. The legislation became effec- 
tive upon enactment. On December 22, the 
Copyright Office published interim regula- 
tions that incorporate, with minor revisions, 
the rules of the now-defunct tribunal. The 
notice adopting the interim regulations stat- 
ed that the Copyright Office plans to initiate 
a rulemaking proceeding to make more com- 
prehensive changes in these rules as soon as 
possible. 

In anticipation of the enactment of this leg- 
islation. Phase I claimants to the tribunal's 
1990 cable royalty distribution proceeding 
filed a joint motion to terminate the hearings 
and to hold the 1990 proceeding in abeyance. 
It is anticipated thai the 1990 and 1991 pro- 
ceedings will be decided together. 

Sports migration. The Federal Commu- 
nications Commission is expected to issue a 
further notice of inquiry in January 1994 to 
continue its study of the migration of sports 
programming from broadcast television to 
cable sports networks and pay-per-view ser- 
vices. It concluded in a July 1993 interim 
report to Congress that there is no discernible 
migratory trend toward cable, but stated that 
it planned further study of "preclusive con- 
tracts" between college football conferences 
and video programming vendors. 

Other cable and satellite copyright reform. 
No action has been taken on the companion 
bills, H.R 1 103 and S. 1485, that would extend 
the compulsory license for satellite carrier 
retransmissions ol television broadcast sig- 
nals, which will expire December 31 , 1994, 
and amend the compulsory license for cable- 
systems to cover wireless video retransmis- 
sions. The House Judiciary Committee is 



expected to consider H.R. 1103 after 
Congress is back in session. 

Other pending cable and satellite copy 
right and related reform bills include H.R. 
3157, which would repeal the 1992 Cable Act, 
except for the retransmission consent provi- 
sions; H.R 759, which would expand the def- 
inition of a cable system; H.R. 190, which 
would repeal the provision in the 1992 cable 
law that prohibits cable systems from retrans- 
mitting broadcast stations without the stations' 
consent, and H.R. 12, which would require 
the written consent of the copyright owner 
of a program before a broadcast station could 
authorize retransmission by a cable system. 

Sports broadcasting and baseball antitrust 
immunity. On December 13, Rep. Jack 
Brooks, D-Texas, chair of the House Judiciary 
Committee, and Rep. Mike Synar, D- 
, Oklahoma, announced that the House 
Judiciary Committee would hold additional 
hearings next year on baseball's antitrust 
exemption. Earlier, on October 14, the Minor 
League Baseball Caucus met to examine the 
effect that baseball antitrust legislation would 
have on the minor leagues. At its September 
30 meeting, the Senate Judiciary Committee 
deferred action on S. 500, which would sub 
ject professional baseball teams and leagues 
to the Federal antitrust laws, in order to hold 
additional hearings. Two measures are pend- 
ing in the House, H.R. 108 and H.R. 1549, 
which also would repeal in whole or in part 
professional baseball's antitrust immunity. 

"Right-to-view" sports events legislation. 
No action has been taken on the two bills 
introduced by Rep. William O. Lipinski, D 
Illinois, relating to viewing of sports pro 
gramming. One of those bills, H.R. 1987, 
would prohibit pay-per-view charges for 
entertainment events that receive public 
financial support and would cover games 
between NCAA member institutions. H.R. 
1988 would authorize viewing of video tele- 
casts of professional sports events at places 
of public accommodation, subject to payment 
of a predetermined fee. 

1990 cable royalty fees. As noted above, 
the Phase I claimants to the proceeding to 
distribute the more than $202.8 million in 
1 990 cable royalty fees filed a joint motion in 
October to terminate the hearings and to 
hold the 1 990 proceeding in abeyance. 

1991 cable royalty fees. On October 7, at 
the request of the Phase I claimants, the 
Copyright Royalty Tribunal distributed 90 
percent of the $188 million in the 1991 cable 
royalty fund using the percentage shares 
awarded to each party in the 1989 proceed- 
ing. 

1992 cable and satellite royalty fees. The 

ad hoc arbitration panels established by the 
Copyright Royalty Tribunal Reform Act are 
unlikely to turn to distribution of these fees 
until after resolution of disputes regarding 
distribution of the 1990 and 1991 cable roy- 
alty funds. 

Antisubstance abuse legislation 

Anabolic steroids. On November 1 9, the 
Senate passed an omnibus crime package 
after it amended the narrower House bill, 
H.R. 3351, to include the text of the Senate 
bill, S. 1607. One section of the Senate pack- 
age would make it unlawful for a physical 
trainer or coach to try to persuade or induce 
a person to possess or use anabolic steroids. 
The House, however, did not pass an 
omnibus crime bill and the discrete crime 
measures which the House did approve do 
not include an anabolic steroids provision. 
The Senate has requested a conference. 
Prospects for passage of the controversial 
omnibus crime bill are uncertain; conferees 
are likely to turn first to the less controversial 
House-passed measures. 

Dietary supplements. A heated debate is 
underway concerning the regulation of 
dietary supplements by the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA). On December 15, the 
one-year moratorium on FDA regulation of 
dietary supplements expired. The FDA is now 
free to issue regulations that apply to dietary 



supplements. The nature of the FDA's pro 
posed regulations, which were published in 
mid-June 1993, is sharply contested. The FDA 
claims that the new regulations will simply 
hold supplements to the same standards as 
foods, and ensure truth in labeling; dietary 
supplement makers claim that the FDA 
intends to ban many supplements or make 
them available only by prescription. The FDA 
is subject to a statutory requirement that it 
issue final rules with respect to dietary sup- 
plements by December 31, 1993, and it has 
proposed that any final regulations become 
effective six months following publication. 

Companion measures (H.R. 1709 and S. 
784), known as the "Dietary Supplement 
Health and Education Act," are pending in 
Congress. Among other things, these bills 
would find that dietary supplements are not 
drugs or food additives and that they should 
not be regulated as drugs. The Senate bill has 
63 cosponsors; the House bill has 209 
cosponsors. The House Appropriations Sub- 
committee on Agriculture, Rural Devel 
opment, Food and Drug Administration, and 
Related Agencies held hearings on H.R. 1 709 
October 18; the Senate Committee on Labor 
and Human Resources held hearings on S. 
784 October 21. Although Congress was 
unable to negotiate an acceptable compro- 
mise before adjournment, Sen. Orrin G. 
Hatch, R Utah, the sponsor of the Senate bill, 
has indicated that he will push to enact leg- 
islation before June 1994, when any final reg- 
ulations would become effective. 

Ephedrine. On December 17, President 
Clinton signed the Domestic Chemical 
Diversion Act, which would enable the Drug 
Enforcement Administration to restrict sales 
of ephedrine and would require manufac- 
turers of ephedrine to register and submit 
sales records. Ephedrine is an asthma med- 
ication that is available as a nonprescription 
over-the-counter drug. It also is the primary 
ingredient used in producing methcathinone 
(known as CAT) , a highly addictive stimulant, 
that is both inexpensive and easy to manu- 
facture. Body builders use ephedrine, which 
is available in large quantities for minimal 
cost, as a steroid stimulant. The new legisla- 
tion should have the effect of reducing the 
availability of ephedrine, which is subject to 
widespread abuse. 

Drug testing. No action has been taken on 
the three pending bills that would regulate 
drug testing. These measures include: S. 1303, 
which would prohibit random testing of 
employees other than sensitive employees, 
which includes professional athletes, and 
would prohibit disclosure, with limited excep- 
tions, of the results of drug tests to anyone 
other than the individual being tested; H.R. 
377, which would establish Federal standards 
to ensure the quality of drug-testing pro- 
grams, and H.R. 33, which would establish 
standards for the certification of laboratories 
engaged in urine drug testing and regulate 
drug testing programs. 

National Youth Sports Program 

On October 21, President Clinton signed 
H.R. 2518, the fiscal year 1994 appropriations 
bill for the Departments of I.abor, Health and 
Human Services (HHS), and Education. The 
bill earmarks $12 million for the National 
Youth Sports Program (NYSP), but requires 
the grantee (the NCAA) to contribute an 
amount equal to 29 percent of the $2.6 mil- 
lion difference between the $12 million and 
the 1993 funding level of $9.4 million. The 
report accompanying the bill includes lan 
guage proposed by Sen. Tom Harkin, D-Iowa, 
which essentially directs the HHS to pro 
mulgate regulations delineating increased 
matching requirements for the NYSP and 
requires a competitive process lor the award- 
ing of grants. In addition, the report contains 
language requiring any promotional activi- 
ties regarding the NYSP to contain an 
acknowledgment of Federal funding. 

Tax issues 

Football coaches pension plan. On 



November 4, the House Ways and Means 
Committee approved an amendment offered 
by Rep. Bill Brewster, D-Oklahoma, that 
would allow football coaches at four year col- 
leges and universities to continue to con 
tribute to a pension fund designed for coach- 
es who do not work at any single institution 
for more than five years. The action came 
during consideration of H.R. 3419, the "Tax 
Simplification and Technical Corrections 
Ai t." The bill was reported from committee 
November 10. Adoption of the amendment 
followed the Marc h 1993 Internal Revenue 
Service ruling revoking the tax-exempt status 
of the college football coaches pension plan. 

Exemption of sponsorship payments from 
unrelated business income taxation (UBIT). 
The Internal Revenue Service has not yet 
issued final regulations concerning the tax 
ation of corporate sponsorship payments 
received by tax-exempt entities. The IRS pub- 
lished proposed regulations in January 1993 
that distinguish between a mere acknowl 
edgment of corporate sponsorship and cor- 
porate advertising on a liberal basis. Similarly, 
Congress has not yet acted on the compan- 
ion bills, H.R. 1551 and S. 1171, which 
address the tax treatment of corporate spon 
sorship payments and are essentially 
designed to provide relief in the event the 
IRS fails to issue its currently proposed reg- 
ulations in final form. 

IRS audits of universities. The IRS's coor- 
dinated audits of 14 colleges and universities 
are continuing. According to reports, UBIT 
is an area of focus in these audits. Although 
the IRS has not published final guidelines to 
be used in auditing colleges and universities, 
its proposed audit guidelines (published in 
early January 1993) address intercollegiate 
athletics and instruct examiners to obtain 
copies of coaches' disclosure forms, to review 
income derived from athletics and to exam- 
ine payments from athletics booster clubs to 
coaches and athletes. 

Deductibility of business entertainment 
expenses. Two more bills have been intro- 
duced to repeal the cutback in the deductibil 
ity of business entertainment expenses. On 
October 27, Sen. Dave Durenberger, I/R- 
Minnesota, introduced S. 1591, which would 
repeal altogether the limitation on the 
amount of business meal and entertainment 
expenses that are deductible. In the House, 
Rep. Jefferson, D-Louisiana, introduced H.R. 
3227, which would repeal the reduction in 
the deductible portion of such expenses 
made by the 1993 Revenue Reconciliation 
Act Two other bills— H.R 3031 and S. 1495 
also would restore the amount of the busi 
ness entertainment deduction to 80 percent 
of the total expenditure. 

Other tax issues. The Subcommittee on 
Oversight of the House Ways and Means 
Committee is continuing to review the laws 
governing tax exempt charitable entities. In 
the upcoming congressional session, the sub- 
committee expects to consider a compre- 
hensive package of reforms, including requir- 
ing nonprofit organizations to disclose more 
information than they currently do and creat- 
ing new "intermediate" sanctions for viola- 
tions, less extreme than complete termina 
tion of nonprofit status. One such measure 
has already been introduced; on November 
24, Rep. Pete Stark, D California, introduced 
the "Exempt Organization Reform Act," H.R. 
3697, which would, among other things, 
impose intermediate sanctions on private 
inurement and self-dealing transactions. 

Scholarships and student loans 

No action has been taken on the seven 
pending bills that would address the tax treat 
ment of scholarships and interest paid on stu- 
dent loans. Four measures would provide tax 
relief for interest paid on certain education- 
al loans; one would restore the pre- 1986 
exclusion for scholarships; and two bills 
would restore both the prior law exclusion 
for scholarships and fellowships and the 
deduction for interest paid on educational 
loans.

Hardin 

Hardin, the seventh chancellor at North 
Carolina, came to the institution in 1988 after 
spending 13 years as president of Drew 
University. Before taking over at Drew, he- 
was president of Southern Methodist 
University from 1972 to 1974 and president 
of Wofford College from 1968 to 1972. 

Hardin received his undergraduate de- 
gree and law degrees from Duke Univer- 
sity. He also taught at Duke's law school for 
10 years before becoming president at 
Wofford. 

Hitt 

Hitt, who became Central Florida's fourth 
president in 1992, previously was interim 
president at the University of Maine. 

He received his undergraduate degree in 
psychology from Austin College and his mas- 
ter's degree and doctorate from Tulane Uni- 
versity. 

Before taking over as president at Central 
Florida, Hitl was interim president, vice-pres 
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ident for academic affairs and professor of 
psychology at Maine. Before that, he spent 
10 years as provost, vice-president for acad- 
emic affairs and prof essor of psychology at 
Bradley University. 

Hitt also was associate dean at Texas 
Christian University and served as vice- 
president of the Texas Christian Research 
Foundation. 

Smith 

Smith, who has been president of 
Washington State since 1985, received his 
undergraduate degree and doctorate in plant 
pathology from the University of California, 
Berkeley. 

Before becoming president at Washington 
State, Smith spent 16 years at Pennsylvania 
State University, where he served as dean of 
the College of Agriculture, head of the plant 
pathology department and associate profes- 
sor of plant pathology. 

Tyson 

Tyson, who received undergraduate 



degrees in sociology and theology from the 
University of Notre Dame and a doctorate in 
education from Indiana University, Bloom 
ington, is a former vice-president for student 
affairs at Notre Dame and associate pro 
fessor of management in the school's College 
of Business Administration. 

Before that, Tyson worked in the Notre 
Dame admissions office and in the residence 
halls before becoming executive assistant to 
the Rev. Theodore M. Hesburgh in 1982. 

Ceddia 

Ceddia, a former Division II vice-president 
and member of the NCAA Council, became 
president of Shippensburg in 1981.

The earthquake that rocked the 
Los Angeles area January 17 caused 
relatively minor disruptions of col- 
lege sports activities but nonethe- 
less prompted much concern. 

Especially worried were members 
of the California State University, 
Northridge, men's basketball team, 
who were at the University of 
Colorado, Boulder, that day for a 
game. 

The 17 Cal State Northridge play- 
ers, coaches and managers learned 
early that morning their communi- 
ty was the epicenter of the earth 
quake that measured 6.6 on the 
Richter scale and killed at least 42 
people. 

"We obviously weren't focused; 
it's understandable," coach Pete 
Cassidy told The Associated Press 
after a 100-85 loss to Colorado. 

The Matadors cut short their 
road trip, postponing ajanuary 19 
game at the U.S. Air Force 
Academy. 

Families OK 

Cassidy's 24-year old daughter, 
Erin, called him at his hotel in 



Boulder shortly after the earth- 
quake to tell him that she and her 
mother and brother were fine, 
although they were trapped inside 
their third-floor Northridge apart- 
ment. 

Cassidy and players Peter Micelli 
and Andre Chevalier said they had 
several friends living in the 
Northridge Meadows apartments 
where 1 6 people died when a build- 
ing collapsed. The apartments are 
located near the university campus. 

"We have friends on the Softball 
team who live in that building," 
Chevalier said. Chevalier learned 
that his mother's apartment was 
destroyed in the quake, although 
she survived uninjured. She was 
staying in a temporary shelter in 
Northridge. 

Facilities damaged 

In the stricken area, the most 
noticeably damaged sports f acility 
was Anaheim Stadium, which suf- 
fered an estimated $3.4 million in 
damage to advertising billboards 
ringing the stadium and to the large 



"A" that looms over the upper deck- 
Minor damage was reported at 
the Los Angeles Sports Arena, 
prompting the University of 
Southern California to move a 
January 20 game against Arizona 
State University to 2,500-seat Lyon 
Center on the Southern California 
campus. 

The school announced it would 
move its January 22 game against 
the University of Arizona to a yet 
to be determined location. 

"In the interest of public safety 
arid until a full determination of the 
damages has been made, the Sports 
Arena will remain closed until fur 
ther notice," Jay Hagerman, gen 
eral manager of the f acility, told 
The Associated Press. 

Meanwhile, the University of 
California, Los Angeles, said it 
would play men's basketball games 
as scheduled at Pauley Pavilion, 
which did not sustain significant 
damage. The Bruins play Arizona 
January 20 and Arizona State 
January 22.

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■ Infractions case: University of Wisconsin, Madison 



Case summary 



The NCAA Committee on Infractions has placed the athletics pro- 
gram at the University of Wisconsin, Madison, on probation for two 
years for violations of NCAA legislation in wrestling. The repeated vio- 
lations took place between 1988 and 1992 and were reported to the 
NCAA by Wisconsin. 

The case was handled under the summary-disposition procedures, 
which the institution and the NCAA enforcement staff can agree to 
follow in major infractions cases. This process maybe used if the mem 
ber institution, involved individuals and the NCAA enforcement staff 
agree on the facts and those facts constitute violations of NCAA legis- 
lation. The institution proposes suggested penalties, which the 
Committee on Infractions can accept or change. 

In addition to the two-year probationary period, the committee adopt 
ed sanctions as proposed by the university, including: 

■ No expense-paid recruiting visits for one year, from September 1, 
1 993, through August 31,1 994. 

■ No postseason competition for one year for the wrestling team as 
a whole; however, individual members of the team may compete and 
have their individual scores considered. 

■ Limit of 12 intercollegiate contests for the wrestling team for one 
year (Hi normally are permitted). 

■ Continuation of the institution's comprehensive educational pro- 
gram to instruct athletics department personnel, including coaches, 
on NCAA legislation. 

■ The institution will be subject to the provisions of NCAA legisla- 
tion concerning repeat violators for a five-year period. 

The committee imposed two additional actions to those suggested 
by Wisconsin: 

■ Limitation of 8.9 athletics scholarships in wrestling for the 1994- 
95 academic year (normal limit is 9.9). 

■ Improvement of current distribution system of NCAA rules infor- 
mation to all booster clubs. 

The committee found NCAA rules violations, including: 

■ Impermissible extra benefits to enrolled student-athletes. 

■ Impermissible tryouts of prospective student athletes. 

■ Excessive evaluation of prospects. 

■ Travel expenses provided by an organization that did not quali- 



fy as a local sports club. 

■ A lack of institutional control over the intercollegiate wrestling 
program also was found. 

The committee's findings normally would subject the institution to 
minimum penalties prescribed by the NCAA membership for major 
violations. These penalties include: a two year probationary period; 
elimination of expense paid recruiting visits for one year; elimination 
of off-campus recruiting for one year; possible termination of die 
employment of all staff members who condoned the violations, and 
the loss of postseason competition and television opportunities for 
one year. 

The NCAA membership has, though, given the committee the 
authority to impose lesser penalties if it determines that the case is 
unique. The committee concluded that this case was unique because: 

■ The findings resulted from an institutional self report. 

■ The institution conducted a complete and thorough investigation 
of possible violations. 

■ The institution cooperated fully in the processing of the case. 

■ The institution initiated numerous disciplinary and corrective 
actions. 

The institution's disciplinary and corrective actions included: 

■ Terminating employment of the head wrestling coach. 

■ Reprimanding, reassigning and reducing the pay of the involved 
assistant director of athletics. 

■ Asking current and former student athletes to repay the amount 
of extra benefits received, except for those waived on the basis that the 
institution could have permissibly paid those benefits. 

■ Directing the Weigh-In Club (wrestling booster club) to discon- 
tinue the Wisconsin Wrestling Club in December 1992. 

■ Hiring a full-time compliance coordinator. 

■ Instituting financial-record reviews and reporting requirements 
for booster groups, and instructing associate directors to attend all 
booster club meetings for the sports they supervise. 

Wisconsin admitted the violations of NCAA legislation under the 
summary-disposition procedures, accepted the penalties proposed by 
the Committee on Infractions and waived its opportunity to appeal. 



Introduction 

This rase was suhmittcd to the NCAA 
Committer' on Infractions jointly hy the 
University of Wisconsin, Madison, and the 
NCAA colore emcnt staff with the consent 
of the involved individuals 'or summary div 
position of the university's infrac tions case 
concerning its wrestling program. 

The institution's investigation began 
immediately after the director ol athletics 
received a letter January 3, 1990, from the 
lather of two wrestling student athletes. The 
director of athletic s immediately referred the 
letter to one of the institution's faculty rep- 
resentatives, who was also the chair of the 
University of Wisconsin Athletic Board 
Compliance Committee. The faculty reprc 
sentative interviewed the lather of the stu- 
dent athletes January 7, 1990. The NCAA 
enforc ement stall was notified of the matter 
on or about January 17. 1990, after a tele- 
phone conversation ol that dale between a 
then NC AA eligibility representative and die 
university's associate director of athletics. 
This was confirmed in a letter to the assoc i 
ate director from the eligibility represcnta 
tive on January 26, 1990. 

On or about January 31, 1990, the uni- 
versity legal counsel in the Offic e of Ad 
ministraiive Legal Services was appointed by 
the university compliance committee to 
investigate the allegations made by the stu- 
dent-athleics' father. The legal counsel's 
process was two pronged: ( 1 ) lo investigate 
the allegations and gather evidence, and (2) 
to present this evidence to the compliance 
committee lor its review and conclusions. 
His investigation was conducted during the 
period from Marc h through November 1991). 

In the course of his investigation, the legal 
c ounsel met with the lather May 23, 1990. to 
clarity ambiguities regarding the allegations 
and arranged to speak with all persons 
named in the allegations, as well as other 
individuals who possibly had relevant infor- 
mation. The legal counsel interviewed 
approximately 25 individuals during fits 
investigation. 

The legal counsel presented the results 
of his investigation to the inslitution's com 
pliance committee in a report dated No- 
vember 28, 1990. Alter its consideration of 
the legal counsel's report, the compliance 
committee delennined that several violations 
of NCAA rules had occurred The universi- 
ty submitted the legal counsel's report to the 
Big Ten Conference on March Hi, 1991. On 
May 1 1, 1992, the conference office for- 
warded the report to the NCAA enforcement 
staff without taking any ac tion regarding ihe 
matter. On July 14. 1992, an NCAA director 
of eiifoiccnicnl, the university's vice-chan- 
cellor for legal and exec utive aff ail's, and ihe 
compliance coordinator met at the NCAA 
national office to discuss the specifics ol the 
report. Subsequent to that meeting, the insti- 
tution interviewed approximately 18 addi- 
tional individuals. The final university report 
was submitted to the enforcement staff 
December I, 1992. 

On January 25, 1993, the director of 
enfol'ccnienl wrote a leltel' lo the vice-chan- 
cellor for legal and executive aff airs ouilin 
ing possible violations acknowledged by the 
institution. Within this letter, the direc tor of 
enforcement asked several questions for the 
purpose of clanfic ation. On March 1 1, 1993, 
the vice-chancellor responded lo the ques- 
tions posed hy the director of enforcement. 
On April 22, 1993, an NCAA enforcement 
representative visited the campus and con- 
ducted several interviews with institutional 
stall members. From May through August 
1993, the institution and ihe enforcement 
staff collaborated on the development of a 
summary-disposition report. 

The infractions committee first consid- 
ered the summary-disposition report at its 
September 17 19, 1993, meeting in Denver 
At that time, Ihe lonner head wrestling coach 
did not agree that all of the findings that had 
been agreed to by the university were viola 
lions. Although the coach signed a statement 
in which he admitted to all of the violations, 
he attached to that statement another doc 
uinenl in which he stated he did nol believe 
that two of the findings of NCAA rules were, 
in fact, violations. 

Aflcr the September meeting, the com 
mittec advised the institution that the com 
miltee could nol proceed as a result of receiv- 
ing the conflicting statements from the head 
wrestling coach. Discussions occurred 
among the institution, the NCAA enforce- 
ment staff and ihe legal counsel lor the 
coach lo narrow the issues, and additional 
information was obtained. The N( AA leg 
islative servic es staff was requested to review 
the aw alleged rules violations c ontested by 
ihe head coach along with the additional 
information After that review, the legisla 
live services staff advised the university that 
die acts committed were nut believed lo be 
violations of NCAA rules. Upon receiving 



diat information, the institution and enforce- 
ment stall deleted the rwo possible rules vio- 
lations from consideration in die report, and 
the coach agreed to proceed using the sum- 
mary-disposition process 

I he Committee on Infractions met in 
Kansas C ary, Missouri, November 12-14, 1993, 
and considered the university's summary- 
disposition report- The actions described in 
the summary-disposition report resulted in 
findings of violations of NCAA rules as fol- 
lows: 

a. Impermissible extra benefits to enrolled 
student-athletes. 

b- Impermissible tryouts of prospec tive 
sludeiii-athleies. 

c. Supplemental pay to coaching staff 
members. 

d. K.xressive evaluation of prospects. 

e. Travel expenses provided by an orga- 
nization that did not qualify as a local sports 
club. 

f. Impermissible outside competition. 

g. A lack ol instilulional conlrol. 

T he specific findings of violations includ- 
ed: 

1. The wrestling c lub. at the direction of 
the head coach, who also was the head 
coach of the club, provided travel expenses 
lo approximately 19 studenl-alhleles on at 
least 18 occasions. 

2. The institution paid the transportation 
expenses for student-athletes to travel lo 
Colorado Springs. Colorado, to serve as 
workout partners lor national team mem- 
bers. 

3. The institution paid the travel expens- 
es for four redshirt student-athletes so Ihe 
young men could participate in an open 
wrestling meet. 

1. The coaching staff exceeded the- per 
missible number of evaluations of numer- 
ous prospects over the course of approxi 
matcly four years 

5. The head coach allowed a tryoul lo 
occur. 

6. An assistant coach allowed a student- 
athlete to use his automobile, and provided 
an impermissible meal to a student athlete. 

7. I he head coach provided supplemen- 
tal pay to his assistant coaches. 

8. I he head coach provided improper 
transportation to a studcill-allilclc. 

9. University officials and ihe head coac h 
conlnhuled lo a lack of institutional control. 

The investigation by the university's legal 
counsel revealed the violations listed in 
Sections II-K, II-K and Il-G of this report. The 
remainder of the violations were acknowl- 
edged hy the institution as a result of its 



inquiries made after the receipt of the insti 
tubon's self-report by the NCAA enforce- 
ment staff. 

The enforcement staff reported to the 
Committee on Infractions thai it believed 
the institution's interna! investigations, com- 
bined with the enforcement staff's inquiries, 
resulted in a complete and thorough 
examination of the issues relating to poten- 
tial violations of NCAA legislation in die con- 
duct of the athletics program al the institu- 
tion. Moreover, they reported the findings 
of violations of NCAA rules were die result 
of the institutional self-report. The infor- 
mation concerning the Wisconsin Wresding 
Club and the Weigh-ln Club were discov- 
ered and reported as a result of the institu- 
tion's inquiry. 

The enforcement staff also reported to 
the committee thai the university cooperat- 
ed in the processing of this case. Ihe 
enforcement staff and Ihe institution were 
in agreement with the findings contained in 
the report. They agreed that the findings 
were violations of NCAA legislation, and that 
the case was major in nature II was the 
enforcement staffs recommendation that 
the case qualified for adjudication through 
the summary-disposition process- 
Specific findings of violations. 

A. [NCAA Bylaws 16.11.2.1 and 16.12.2.11 
During the period from 1988 through 

1992, the Wisconsin Wrestling Club, which 
does not qualify as a local sports club under 
Bylaw 13.12-2-4, provided extra benefits by 
paying tor the expenses of approximately 19 
student-athletes on al least 18 occasions to 
attend contests and engage in other athlet- 
ics activities. The Wisconsin Wrestling Club 
used funds received from the Weigh-ln Club, 
the university's athletics booster club for 
wrestling, lor these expenses. The total 
amounl of funds provided to the studeiil-ath- 
Ictes exceeded $14,000. 

B. | NCAA Bylaw 16.12.2.1] 

During the period from August 14 
through 22, 1990, the institution and the 
Wcighln Club paid a total of approximately 
$1 ,832 ($458 per person) for the expenses 
of an assistant coach and five sturient-alh- 
letes to attend ihe U.S. National Team 
Training camp in Colorado Springs, Colo- 
rado. The student-athletes participated as 
workout partners for U S National Team 
members. Thi-y were not qualified to lake 
advantage of the NCAA legislative exception 
allowing an institution to pay the expenses 
for those studenl-athleles participating m 
national team training sessions because the 
student-athletes were not team members. 



T he Weigh-ln Club paid for the gasoline, 
movies, souvenirs, lodging and meals for this 
irip (a total of $324 per student-athlete), 
while the institution paid for the rental van 
used for transportation (a total of $134 per 
student-athlete). 

C. [NCAA Bylaws 14.02.6 and 14.8.3.1 ] 
During November 1989, the institution 

provided transportation, food and lodging 
to lour redshirt student-athletes and paid lor 
the young men's entry fees in order for them 
to compete as individuals in a wrestling meet. 
Because the institution paid for the expenses 
of these redshirt student-athletes, their c om 
petition was considered to he outside com 
petition. This resulted in the four student 
athletes utilizing one year of eligibility 

D. [NCAA Bylaws 1 3. 1 .7 and 1 3. 1 2. 1 ] 
During the period from 1988 through 

1991, on one or Iwo nights each week from 
mid-March to early May, numerous prospec- 
tive student-athleles who lived within a 
50-mile radius (30-mile radius before 1990) 
ol the institution's campus were permitled 
on a regular basis to practice as members of 
the Wisconsin Wrestling Club, a c lub sup- 
ported by the Weigh In C :iuh, the institution's 
athletics booster group for wrestling. The 
institution's coaching staff members evalu- 
ated some of these prospects on more than 
four occasions, thereby exceeding the 
permissible number of evaluations for these 
prospects. 

E. [NCAA Bylaw 13.12.1] 

On one occasion in lale January or early 
February 1989, al approximately 4 p.m., a 
prospeclive student-alhlete worked out with 
a member of the wrestling team. 

F. [NCAA Bylaws 16.12.2.1 and 
16.12.2.3(c)] 

On one occasion in 1988, and on one 
occasion in the spring 1989, a former assist- 
ant wrestling coach provided minor extra 
benefits lo enrolled sludenl-athletes. 

C. [NCAA Bylaw 11.3.2.2 J 

In November 1988, the head wrestling 
coach paid $250 in outstanding parking tick- 
els for two assistant coaches using funds 
received from Ihe Weigh-ln Club, the insti 
union's athletics booster club for wrestling. 

H. [NCAA Bylaw 16.12.2.1] 

On March 11, 1992, the head wrestling 
coach provided round-trip automobile trans- 
portation lo a student-athlete between 
Madison, Wisconsin, and River Falls, 
Wisconsin, an approximate round-trip dis- 
tance of 477 miles. 

I. [NCAA Constitution 2.1.1. 2.1.2 and 
6.01.1] 

During the period from 1988 through 



1992, university officials and the head 
wrestling coach did not undertake appro- 
priate institutional control and monitoring 
in the conduct and administration of the in- 
stitution's intercollegiate wrestling program 
as evidenced by the scope and nature of the 
reported violations in the summary-disposi- 
tion report. 

The university's athletics administration 
failed to undertake a more timely tollowup 
to the investigation by the university's legal 
counsel, which would have revealed al an 
earlier date the violations involving the 
Weigh In ("lub and the Wisconsin Wrestling 
Club. The university also failed to monitor 
and enforce its own booster organization's 
polic ies involving the financ es of die Weigh- 
ln Club. Funds from that club were used to 
provide substantial extra benefits to student- 
athletes contrary to NCAA legislation. 

The head wrestling coach's lack of con- 
trol resulted from bis lack of knowledge of 
NCAA rules. The coach did not believe ihe 
supplemental payments to the assistant 
coac hes and die sludenl-athlele's Irausporta- 
tion were violations of NCAA rules. It also 
resulted from the failure of the coach to noti- 
fy the institution of a violation of NCAA rules 
or his involvement in various actions when 
he realized that the situations could have 
resulted in violation of NCAA rules. 
Penolties ond corrective ond disciplinary actions. 

A. Unique circumstances. 

For the reasons set forth in tfiis report, 
the Committee on Infractions found that this 
case involved several major violations ol 
NCAA legislation thai occurred after 
September 1, 1985 Bylaw 19 5 2 2, as adopt 
ed hy the Association's membership, requires 
prescribed minimum penalties, "subject to 
exceptions authorized by the Committee on 
Infractions in unique cases on the basis of 
specifically stated reasons," that include: (I ) 
a two-year probationary period (including a 
periodic, in-person monitoring system and 
written institutional reports), (2) the elimi- 
nation of all expense-paid recruiting visits 
lo the institution in the involve d sport for 
one recruiting year; (3) a requirement that 
all coaching stall members in ihe sport be 
prohibited from engaging in any off-cam- 
pus recruiting activities for one ice Tinting 
year; (4) a requirement that all institutional 
staff members delennined by the Committee 
on Infractions knowingly lo have engaged 
in or condoned a major violation be subject 
either to termination ol employment, sus-

pension without pay for at least one year or 
reassignment of duties within the institution 
to a position that does not include contact 
with prospective or enrolled student-athletes 
or representatives of the institution's athlet- 
ics interests for at least one year; (5) one year 
of sanctions precluding postseason compe- 
tition in the sport; (6) one year of" sanctions 
precluding television appearances in the 
sport, and (7) institutional recenifiration that 
the current athletics policies and practices 
conform to all requirements of NCAA regu- 
lations. 

The Committee on Infractions deter- 
mined that this case was a unique case in 
which the institution should receive less than 
the full set of minimum penalties otherwise 
required by NCAA legislation. The institu- 
tion agreed that this case was major in 
nature, and that it fully understood that it 
was suhject to the requirements of Bylaw 
19.5. 2. 2 setting forth the minimum penalties 
for a major violation. The specific reasons 
the committee found that made this case 
unique were that: 

1 The findings in this case were the r esult 
of an institutional self -report based on infor- 
mation discovered and reported by the insti- 
tution. 

2. The institution conducted a complete 
and thorough investigation of possible vio- 
lations. 

3. The institution cooperated fully in the 
processing of this rase. 

4. The institution initiated numerous dis 
ciplinary and corrective actions, including: 

a. The replacement of its wrestling coach. 

b. The reassignment of the coach's super- 
visor 

c. The establishment of a comprehensive 
compliance program with a full-time com- 
pliance coordinator. 

d. The establishment ol administrative 
procedures to ensure rules compliance and 
control over the finances of booster orga- 
nizations. 

e. The student-athletes currently on the 
wrestling team who were involved in the vio- 
lations repaid the funds received as extra 
benef its when required to do so. 

B. Penalties proposed by the university 
and adopted by the Committee on

Infractions as its own actions are: 

1. The university shall be publicly repri- 
manded and censured, and placed on pro- 
bation for a period of two years from the 
dale these penalties are imposed, which shall 
be the date of this report. 

2. Wisconsin shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of Bylaw 19.5.2.3 concerning repeat 
violators for a five-year period beginning on 
the effective date of the penalties in this case. 

3. During this period of probation, the 
institution shall continue its current com- 
prehensive educational program to instruct 
coaches and athletics department person- 
nel on NCAA legislation. The program shall 
be required for coaches and athletics depart- 
ment personnel in all sports. In addition to 
athletics department personnel, all univer- 
sity staff members with responsibility f or the 
certification of student-athletes for admis- 
sion, retention or competition shall be 
included in the education program.

5. The wrestling team shall be limited to 
12 intercollegiate competitions during the 
1993-94 academic year instead of 16 as per- 
mitted by Bylaw 17.21 Al and shall be pre- 
cluded from all other outside competition. 
The university's wrestling team may not com- 
pete as a team in any postseason tourna- 
ments or championships (conference or

C. Additional penalties imposed by the 
Committee on Infractions. 

As a result of the findings of violations in 
this case, the consideration of the unique 
circumstances, the actions taken by the uni- 
versity, and the recommendations by the uni- 
versity of proposed penalties and adoption 
of those proposed penalties by the commit- 
tee, the Committee on Infractions has 
imposed the following additional penalties: 

1. During the period of probation, tile uni- 
versity shall continue to improve its system 
of distribution of educational materials con- 
cerning NCAA rules to all booster clubs, all 
known representatives of its athletics inter- 
ests and alumni. A report of these actions 
shall be submitted at the same time the uni- 
versity submits its compliance report for uni- 
versity staff members set forth in Part II1-B- 
3 of this report. 

2. During the 1994-95 academic year, the 
institution shall be limited to no more than 
8.9 athletically related financial aid awards 
that are countable under Bylaw 15 5 31 in 
wrestling 

I)_ Corrective and disciplinary actions tak- 
en hy the university. 

1. The head wrestling coach's employ- 
ment by the university was terminated 

2. Before the decision not to continue the 
employment of the head wrestling coach 
and at the conclusion of the original 
investigation, the coach received a written 
reprimand from die director of athletics, dat- 
ed March 1 1, 1991, and his base salary adjust- 
ment was reduced by $500. In addition, the 
head coach was required to meet individu- 
ally with tfie compliance coordinator to 
review NCAA regulations regarding tryouts, 
booster and local spoils club organizations 
and their activities, receipt of supplemental 
income, extra henefits and publicity re- 
garding recruits. During the 1992-03 acade- 
mic year, he was instructed to secure spec il- 
ic approval for his activities in these areas 
from his supervisor. 

3. At the conclusion of the original inves- 
tigation, the involved assistant director of 
athletics received a written reprimand from 
the director of athletics, dated Mat ch 1 1, 
1991, and his base salary adjustment w;as 
reduced by $1,000. In addition, he was no 
longer responsible for the administration of

bility appeals staffs agreed to waive such 
repayments on the basis that the institution 
could have permissibly paid those benefits. 

5 At the institution's direction, the Weigh- 
In Cluh discontinued the Wisconsin 
Wrestling Cluh in December 1992. The 
Weigh-In Club, as a booster organization, 
has been placed on "probation" and was 
precluded from creating any local club so 
long as it remains a booster organization. As 
part of that probation, the Weigh-In Club's 
officers and directors, the wrestling coach 
es and athletics administrators involved with 
the wrestling program have been required 
to meet with the compliance coordinator and 
others to review NCAA regulations and insti- 
tutional policies regarding booster organi- 
zations and local clubs. Further, the then

their financial records are being reviewed 
by the business manager on a regular basis. 

6. The institution hired a full-time com- 
pliance coordinator, who reports to the 
director of athletics and to the vice-chan- 
cellor for legal and executive affairs. 

7. The institution also instituted similar 
reviews of the financial records of hooster 
organizations for other sports at the institu- 
tion. 

8. The university instituted a requirement 
that each booster group provide to the ath- 
letics department business manager and 
appropriate associate director a monthly 
financial statement, including a budget and 
a copy of checks that were written. 

9. Associate directors are attending all 
booster club meetings for the spoils they 
supervise. 

10. The university instituted a local cluh 
registration program as part of its compli- 
ance program to assure future compliance 
with NCAA regulations applicable to such 
clubs. 

Because Wisconsin admitted the viola- 
tions of NCAA rules under the summary-dis- 
position procedures and accepted the penal- 
lies proposed by the Committee on 
Infractions, the university waived its oppor- 
tunity to appeal the decisions made in this 
case. 

The Committee on Infractions wishes to 
advise the institution that when the penal- 
ties in diis case become effective, the insti- 
tution should take every precaution to ensure 
that their terms are observed. The commit- 
tee intends to monitor the penalties during 
their effective periods, and any action con- 
trary to the terms of any of the penalties shall 
be considered grounds for extending the 
institution's probationary period, as well as 
to consider imposing more severe sanctions 
in this case. 

Should any portion of any of the penal- 
ties in this case be set aside for any reason 
other than by appropriate action of the 
Association, the penalties shall be recon- 
sidered by the Committee on Infractions. 
Should any actions by NCAA Conventions 
directly or indirectly modify any provision 
of these penalties or the effect of the penal- 
ties, the committee reserves the right to 
review and reconsider the penalties.

University of Georgia athletics 
director Vincent J. Dooley, who

interest to Division I men's basket- 
ball coaches were approved: 

■ The time allowed for an indi- 
vidual to remain as a restricted- 
earnings coach was set at five years, 
rather than the three years pro 
posed by the NCAA Council. 

■ A proposal was approved to 
permit basketball athletes, on a one- 
time basis, to take part in a profes- 
sional player draft without losing 
their amateur status. 

I A resolution mandating a study 
of NCAA initial-eligibility standards 
scheduled to go into effect in 1995 
was approved. 

Also, the Council and Presidents 
Commission agreed to study the 
effects that across-the-board cuts in 
athletics grants have had on minori- 
ties. 

Still, the failure of No. 42 and the 
results of that failure took the lime- 
light 



Point of philosophy 

"The point here is not just one 
more scholarship," said Judith E. N. 
Albino, president of the University 
of Colorado and new chair of the 
Presidents Commission. "The point 
is in the philosophy and not in the 
detail.. ..We can't afford to do this, 
and when I say afford, I don't mean 
in dollars." 

Steven C. Beering, president of 
Purdue LIniversity, spoke on behalf 
of the proposal and said he 
believed there are ways to create 
savings equivalent to the cost of the 
grant. Outgoing Presidents Com- 
mission Chair Gregory M. St. L. 
O'Brien seemed to agree, al- 
though he suggested a study of 
the matter so that it could be 
brought back at the 1995 Con- 
vention. 

"If we can bring it back next year, 
we can do it now," countered 
Dennis Coleman, counsel for the 



Black Coaches Association. 

Besides Albino and O'Brien, 
Presidents Commission members 
Thomas K. Hearn Jr., Wake Forest 
University; Eamon M. Kelly, Tulane 
University; Thomas J. Scanlan, 
Manhattan College, and Charles E. 
Young, University of California, Los 
Angeles, openly opposed the issue. 

"The money is small, but the 
principle is large," Hearn said. 
"How dare we in athletics do what 
we cannot do with libraries and lab- 
oratories on our campuses?" 

Coincidentally, this is not the first 
time for coaches to react adversely 
to a Proposal No. 42. In January 
1989, Georgetown University coach 
John Thompson walked out of a 
game in protest of 1989 Convention 
Proposal No. 42. That proposal pro 
vided that partial qualifiers no 
longer would have been eligible for 
athletically related aid; the amend- 
ment was rescinded at the 1990 
Convention.

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Gender-equity, financial proposals draw little fire 



Who was lone holdout 
in 804-1 equity vote? 

Delegates to the 1994 NCAA Convention approved a principle 
on gender equity, 804-1. 
So, who was the "1?" 

It was St. Mary's College (California), although the reason for 
the vote was different from what many may have assumed. 

Richard Mazzuto, director of athletics at St Mary's, said it was a 
directed vote from the university's president, who felt that the 
legislation that was to be voted upon didn't go far enough. 

"He wanted a full slate of proposals on gender equity," Mazzutto 
said. 

The principle statement was one of two proposals put forward 
by the Association's Gender-Equity Task Force. The other per- 
tained to emerging sports for women. 



Midway through 1993. many 
observers believed the 1994 NCAA 
Convention would be a battle, fea- 
turing debates relating to financial 
conditions and gender equity. 

While the Convention was not 
without its controversy, little ol it 
had to do with those topics. 

Both proposals recommended by 
the NCAA Gender-Equity Task 
Force were approved overwhelm- 
ingly, as were the principal pro- 
posals of the NCAA Special Com- 
mittee to Review Financial Con- 
ditions in Intercollegiate Athletics. 

Delegates approved a principle 
of gender equity in the NCAA Con- 
stitution that will provide that mem- 
ber schools should abide by Federal 
and state laws pertaining to gender 
equity, that the NCAA shall not cre- 
ate legislation that would prevent 
its members from complying with 
gender-cquity laws, and that the 
activities of the NCAA should be 
conducted in a manner free of gen- 
der bias. 

The second proposal authorized 
a set of "emerging" sports for 
women to be counted for sports- 
sponsorship and revenue-distribu- 



tion purposes. 

Many of the task forc e's recom- 
mendations were nonlegislative 
and therefore were not considered 
at the Convention. During 1993, the 
Association also enhanced its 
championships program and in so 
doing expanded brackets in sever 
al women's sports. 



Financial conditions 

The NCAA Spec ial Committee to 
Review Financial Conditions in 
Intercollegiate Athletics was the 
originating group for 14 proposals 
that were considered on Presi- 
dential Agenda Day, and 13 of them 
passed. The one that was defeated, 
No. 23, would have established trav- 



cl-squad limitations for regular-sea- 
son varsity competition in Divisions 
I and II when an overnight stay or 
air travel was involved. South- 
eastern Conference Commissioner 
Roy F. Kramer labeled the propos- 
al "micromanaging" shortly before 
it was def eated. 

Otherwise, most of the rest of the 
package sailed through with little 
opposition, including a provision 
to eliminate the position of recruit- 
ing coordinator in Division I foot- 
ball. One exception in Division I-A 
was a close vote on a proposal to 
reduce the orientation period for 
first-time participants in Division I 
football from four days to two. flic 
proposal initially passed, 58-55-1 ; a 
motion to reconsider was defeated, 
55-55-1. 

Among the proposals that were 
approved were ones that will: 

■ Eliminate off-campus, in-per- 
son scouting of opponents in 
Divisions I-A and I-AA football and 
Division I basketball. 

■ Reduce the number of off- 
campus evaluations per prospective 
student-athlete in Division I foot- 



ball and basketball and shorten 
evaluation and contact periods. 

■ Reduce the number of official 
recruiting visits in Division I foot- 
ball and basketball. 

Alsc> approved were resolutions 
from the financial-conditions com- 
mittee pertaining lo membership 
structure (77(5-21-6 in all divisioris) 
and need-based aid (439-61 in 
Divisions I and II). A resolution to 
study the merits of a biennial 
Convention also passed, although 
the margin — 464-335-4 — was not as 
conclusive as the others. 

Two financial-conditions com- 
mittee proposals outside the 
Presidential Agenda Day umbrella 
were defeated in Division I. No. 126, 
which would have prevented 
Division I institutions from provid- 
ing training-table meals for student- 
athletes outside the playing season, 
was defeated, 56-56-2. No. 127, 
which would have eliminated spe- 
cial housing for student-athletes 
before regular season home com 
petition, was defeated in Division I, 
although it was approved in 
Division III. 




Talk of I-A playoff 
moves along slowly 



SAN ANTONIO— The member- 
ship's attention was divided among 
a number of issues at the 1994 
NCAA Convention, but until talk of 
a men's basketball boycott devel- 
oped, the media were f ocused on 
the prospects of a Division I-A foot 
ball playoff . 

After all the talk and questions, 
nothing substantive relating to a 
playoff had occurred by the end of 
the Convention. A group assigned 
to research the pros and cons of a 
playoff met for the first time, but the 
meeting was for organizational pur- 
poses. 

The bowl coalition generated 
news during ttie Convention, some 
of which related to a possible play- 
off. 

One report was that members of 
the coalition might consider limit 
ing its New Year's Day games to 
three in order to elevate advertis- 
ing revenues for January 1 games. 
Further, with the three coalition 
games plus the Rose Bowl essen- 
tially acting as quarterfinal games, 
the bowls would be better situated 
for a playoff. 

Coalition members are continu 
ing to meet with conference com- 
missioners. Another issue con 
fronting the coalition involves how 
to accommodate independents oth- 
er than the University of Notre 
Dame. Sen. Mitch McConnell, R- 
Kentucky, has asked the Justice 
Department to explore whether the 
current bowl coalition violates 
antitrust laws. 

In another bowl matter, USA 
Today reported that five conference 
commissioners plus Notre Dame 
discussed the possibility of discon- 
tinuing the bowls' traditional tics 
with conferences, seeding the six 
teams (the five champions plus 
Notre Dame) and selling the games 
to the highest bidding bowls. 

As for a playoff itself, NCAA 



President Joseph N. Crowley and 
Executive Director Cedric W. Demp- 
sey constantly were subjected to 
questions about what the future 
holds. 

Regarding the formation of the 
research group that will study the 
playoff, Crowley said: "We had to 
put together an objective review.. .so 
the Association could act on the 
basis of its own objectively obtained 
information. I think we must 
approach it as an open question. 
It's going to take some time." 

Asked to cite the concerns about 
a playoff, Crowley said, "It's a lot dif 
fcrcnt. We have a bowl structure in 
place, and it's widely viewed as suc- 
cessful. It produces a lot of money, 
and there is a fear that a playoff 
could upset the apple cart." 

He also said that although some 
have suggested that income from a 
playoff could be distributed 
throughout the membership to help 
with gender equity expenses, resis 
tance would come from I-A schools 
that would produce the money. 

Dempsey noted that he had just 
joined the NCAA from the Uni- 
versity of Arizona, which made sig- 
nificant money from the Pacific- 10 
Conference's appearances in bowl 
games. "You would have to prove 
to me that it wouldn't lose money," 
he said. 

Dempsey said he understood the 
public's interest at the prospect of 
such an event and called it "poten- 
tially the last major event opportu- 
nity for the American public." 

He said he expected the research 
group to have its information gath- 
ered by spring. Eventually, a special 
committee will be appointed to look 
at the matter; that group is expect 
ed to include members of the 
NCAA Special Events Committee, 
the Division I Championships Com 
mittee and the NCAA Presidents 
Commission.

Deregulation vote offers two surprises 



SAN ANTONIO The NCAA 
Legislative Review Committee's first 
trip into deregulation was general- 
ly a smooth one, although it did 
encounter a couple of unexpected 
bumps in the road. 

All but two proposals in the com- 
mittee's recruiting deregulation 
package passed, and the result is 
expected to be less regulatory bur- 
den for institutions involved in 
recruiting. 

However, the two proposals in 
the package that went down were 
surprises in the sense that both rep- 
resented an effort to refrain from 
imposing rules on all sports because 
of the excesses that require regula- 
tion in big-time football and bas- 
ketball. 



No. 1 68, which would have clim 
inated the once per-week restric- 
tion on telephone calls to prospects 
in sports other than football and 
basketball in Divisions I and II, ran 
afoul of the NCAA Student-Athlete 
Advisory Committee (see story on 
page 32). Students speaking for the 
committee said it is not right to say 
that only football and basketball 
recruiting produce undue pressure. 

"Not only do we not need more 
telephone calls," said committee 
member Calvin Bowers of Bowling 
Green State University, "we do not 
want them." 

The proposal was defeated in 
both Divisioris I and II. 

No. 170 would have eliminated 
restrictions on recruiting publicity 



in sports other than football and 
basketball, but it was defeated in all 
three divisions. Advocates of many 
nonrevenue sports had claimed 
that recruiting publicity was prefer- 
able to no publicity, but Ivy Group 
Executive Director Jeffrey H. 
Orleans submitted that such pub- 
licity could cause more problems 
than it would solve. 

Otherwise, the deregulation 
package streamlined recruiting leg- 
islation in several areas, including: 

■ What recruiting materials may 
be provided. 

■ What constitutes a recruited 
student-athlete. 

■ Eliminating specific examples 
of unavoidable incidental contact 
legislation. 
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Long named at Christopher Newport 

Curt Long, baseball coach and director of 
student activities at Mount Mercy College in 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, has been appointed 
head baseball coach and director of intra- 
murals at Christopher Newport. He replaces 
Howard Wiseman, who founded the univer- 
sity's baseball program in 1980 as a club team 
and guided it to varsity status two years later. 

Long spent seven years as baseball coach 
at Mount Mercy, where he compiled a 192- 
139 record. In the past three seasons, his 
teams have finished 104-48. His 1991 squad 
went 3119 and led the NAIA in team steals 
with 309. 

Part of Long's new duties include building an intramurals pro- 
gram for more than 400 students, who will be housed on campus 
when the university erects its first residence hall later this year.

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NCAA Bylaw 13.2.3 — awards to prospects 

Member institutions should note thai it is not permissible 
to provide an award to a prospective student-athlete for out- 
standing athletics accomplishments, unless such an award is 
presented at a regularly scheduled high-school, preparatory 
school or two-year college athletics contest or match con- 
ducted under the provisions of Bylaw 13.12.3.5. An award 
presented at a regularly scheduled high-school, preparatory 
school or two-year college athletics contest or match con- 
ducted under the provisions of Bylaw 13.12.3.5 is limited in 
value to $50, but may bear the institution's name or logo. 
Further, it is not permissible for a member institution to pro- 
vide an award to high-school, preparatory school or two-year 
college athletics teams in the name of a member institution, 
regardless of the institution's involvement (or lack thereof) 



in the administration of the award. Such an award is con- 
trary to the provisions of Bylaw 13.2.1, which preclude an 
institution's staff member or any representative of its athlet- 
ics interests from making arrangements for or giving or offer- 
ing any benefits to prospects (or the prospect's friends or rel- 
atives) except as permitted by NCAA regulations. 

Bylaw 12.5.2.1 — advertisements and 
promotions subsequent to enrollment 

Member institutions should note that, in accordance with 
Bylaw 12.5.2.1, before becoming a student-athlete, an indi- 
vidual shall not be eligible for participation in intercollegiate 
athletics if the individual accepts any remuneration for or 
permits the use of his or her name or picture to advertise, 
recommend or promote directly the sale or use of a com 
mercial product or service of any kind, or receives remuner- 
ation for endorsing a commercial product or service through 
the individual's use of such product or service. 

During its November 17, 1993, telephone conference, the 



NCAA Interpretations Committee determined that a com- 
mercial company may not produce a commercial that begins 
with the company's identification followed by footage of plays 
involving a student athlete with remaining eligibility and that 
concludes with a promotion of the company's product with- 
out jeopardizing the eligibility of the involved student-ath- 
lete. In addition, during its December 1, 1993, telephone 
conference, the Interpretations Committee determined that 
it is not permissible for an institution to provide to a com- 
mercial entity the uniform or jersey of a student-athlete with 
remaining eligibility to be used in conjunction with the pro- 
motion of a commercial product.

Student-Athlete Advisory Committee 
finds its voice at NCAA Convention 



SAN ANTONIO— After several 
years of struggling for an effective 
voice, the NCAA Student-Athlete 
Advisory Committee was heard 
clearly at the 1994 NCAA Con 
vention. 

The same committee that had so 
much trouble finding focus in the 
past this time appeared to have, at 
the least, some say-so in the out 
come of several pieces of legisla- 
tion. 

The committee first asserted itself 
on Proposal No. 1 26, which would 
have discontinued training-table 
meals for Division I student-athletes 
outside their playing seasons. With 
SAAC opposing the proposal, it was 
defeated, 56-56-2. A reconsideration 
motion also failed. 

Then came a sterner test. The 
committee favored Proposal No. 
129, which would eliminate the 
restrictions on those individuals 
designated by a student-athlete to 
receive complimentary admission 
to an athletic s contcsl. 

Those opposed to the proposal 
mounted a strong argument that 



ticket selling scams have all but dis 
appeared since tight restrictions 
were placed on how and to whom 
the tickets were distributed. The 
Division I Steering Committee op- 
posed the proposal, as did the 
Southeastern Conference. 

But the students maintained that 
athletes should have a say in how 
their ticket allotment is distributed, 
and the legislation passed on a 
show of paddles. A motion to recon- 
sider failed, 156-167-4. 

The students then managed to 
pass two proposals of their own, No. 

132 and No. 133. No. 132 will per- 
mit student athletes to receive ex- 
penses from their institution or con- 
ference to attend conference, re- 
gional or national student athlete 
advisory committee meetings. No. 

133 provides an appeals process for 
student-athletes who are denied 
permission to contact another insti- 
tution about transferring. 

They then stayed generally silent 
until the Convcnlion considered 
Proposal No. 168, a recruiting- 
deregulation proposal that would 



have eliminated the once-a week 
restriction on telephone calls to 
prospects in sports other than 
men's basketball and football. 

Up to that point, all deregulation 
proposals had passed by lopsided 
margins. However, No. 168 was 
defeated after Bowling Creen State 
University student athlete Calvin 
Bowers spoke in opposition. 

"Not only do we not need more 
telephone calls," Bowers said, "we 
do not want them." 

By the time Proposal No. 170 
came up, Ivy Croup Executive 
Director Jeffrey H. Orleans was suf- 
ficiently impressed that he asked 
the committee if it had taken a posi- 
tion on the legislation (il had not). 

"They worked very hard on iden 
tifying the topics that were impor- 
tant to them," said Janet M.Justus, 
NCAA director of eligibility and 
slafl liaison to the committee. "And 
they also came to realize that when 
they spoke, they were speaking for 
the entire committee and not just 
themselves. They really thought 
about what they wanted to say."

are racially biased. 

Collins has attempted to link 
more restrictive initial eligibility 
standards — especially 1992 Conven- 
tion Proposal No. 16 — with the data 
group, even though it provided 
information that led the NCAA 
Academic Requirements Commit- 
tee to recommend more liberal 
standards than what eventually 
were adopted. 

The 1994 Convention approved 
Proposal No. 171, which was a res- 
olution to review the effects of 
Proposal No. 16 before il becomes 
effective in 1995. 

Rep. Kweisi Mfume, D-Maryland, 
said, "While some in the NCAA 
have reduced this debate to a dis- 
cussion on the elimination ol a sin- 
gle scholarship, our collective agen- 
da is expansive, substantive and 
fundamental lo the- future of young 
men and women engaged in ath- 
letics competition on our nation's 
campuses." 

Dempsey response 

NCAA F.xeculivc Director Cedric 



W. Dempsey agreed that the matter 
transcended the debate over a sin- 
gle scholarship. 

'The members of the Black 
Coaches Association have made a 
sound decision in postponing any 
boycott," he said in a statement. 
"Wc all benefit by examining the 
issues of access, fairness and acad- 
emic integrity in a considered and 
cooperative manner. 

"As Congressman Mfume cor- 
rectly points out, the issues are 
much more complex and important 
than a 14th grant in Division I 
men's basketball. Academic and 
athletic s administrators, student-ath- 
letes, coaches, faculty and public 
offic ials all have a stake in the res- 
olution of these issues. (The deci- 
sion not to boycott at this time) 
allows all of us to give- these issues 
the careful attention they deserve." 

A letter from Dempsey, NCAA 
President Joseph N. Crowley and 
NCAA Presidents Commission 
Chair Judith E. N. Albino to the 
boards of directors of the BCA and 
the National Association of 
Basketball Coaches also empha- 



sized a broader outlook. 

Dempsey, Crowley and Albino 
rioted that the 1995 Convention will 
lie significant because of the possi- 
ble review of Proposal No. 16 and 
the legislative package relating to 
student athlete welfare, access and 
equity, which will be the legislative 
foundation of the Convention. 

"We cannot guarantee the results 
of the 1995 Convention," the letter 
said. "We can guarantee our per- 
sonal commitment to an open, fair 
and inclusive process. We also can 
state our belief that economic 
reform in intercollegiate athletics 
does not have lo result in reduced 
opportunity. 

"Specific ally, we believe it is pos- 
sible to develop a legislative pack- 
age that reduces costs and increases 
opportunities for student-athletes, 
while keeping faith with the acad- 
emic principles of the reform move- 
ment. 

"We pledge our efforts in help- 
ing to develop such a package to 
present to the NCAA membership 
at the 1995 Convention."
